EATH SEEMS 
NEAR SMITH. 


Former President of the City 
Council Stricken, Now 
Unconscieus.

George A. Smith, former 
president of the City Council, 
and for years a strong factor in 
the business and political life 
of Los Angeles. suffered 3 
stroke of apoplexy last night 
while going up the stairs te his 
downtown office, and is now in 
„ precarious condition. For « 
few minutes after he had deen 
stricken he was able to talk, 
and managed to call his phyal- 
clan. He was removed to the 
elegant residence recently com- 
pleted at No. 15231 Fifth ave- 
nue. All the members of the 
family, with three physicians, 
remained at the bedside during 
the night. It was feared at 
midnight that dissolution might 
come at any moment.

George Van Valier, a motor- 
cyclist, was sent tor dynamite.

At the 
third shot of dynamite a shot was 
heard from inside. It was the last 
fired by Karso and te beljeved to have 
ended his life, in the light of occur- 
rences which came afterw : 

The fire department had meanwhile 
been called out to work on the case 
and it was decided to fire the build- 
ing. Fire Chief Haley posted his men 
and hose to prevent the blaze spread- 
ing and Deputy Sheriff’ Ray Hicks 
crept close to the shed with a cloth 
saturated with kerosene. He lighted" 
it and tossed it on the building. As 
it appeared to be flickering out, other 
deputies with dishes of coal oll ran 
in close and threw the liquid on the 
blaze. This fired the wooden struc- 
ture and in five minutes it was a mass 
of flames. en it became evident 


inside, the fire department turned the 
hose on the blaze and the officers, 
made cautious by their long wait un- 


der fire, adv slowly on the 
ricaded doors. 
They broke down the doors and 


within they found the headless body 
of their quarry. . The entire top of his 
head from his chin up had been biown 
away by a gun-shot. * clothes had 
been burned from his body, which 
was badly charred by the flames. It 
is believed he saw the hopelessness 
further fighting-when the officers 
gan to explode dynamite — 
and that at the third charge he blow 
off his head. 

The firing of the buliding thus be- 
came an unnecessary operation, but It 
was not until the posses had brok- 
en in that they became aware of the 
fact. The body was tying behind a 
trunk in one corner. As it was 
dragged out of the place thousands 
of people crushed into line to see the 
charred remains. Automobdilists on 
the Oakland road frequently drove tn- 
to the line of fire during the battle 
and a touch of comedy was invartahſy 
given as a mechine came up. The 
drivers apparently thought in each 
case that a motion-picture drama was 
being plaved and it was not until the 
whiz of the bullets from the shed was

If the knock- 
ing is only hard enough and the kicking 
only aimed at someone high enough up we 
are disposed to take it all at face value.
